Argument 
Could Cause 
a Big Rumpus 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Tne old 


argument—that the federal gov- 
ernment should keep its nose 
out of states' business so they 
can have more independence- 
is going to look pretty odd if an 
idea 
now gaining momentum 


causes a rumpus in Congress in 
1967. 


One of the ways in which the 


federal government helps states 
now is through grants-in-aid, 
meaning that if a state has a 
need for some specific program, 
which Washington approves, the 
government will give the state 
money to help pay the bill, pro- 
vided the state 
matches the 


amount with money of its own. 


The idea being batted around 


now—not new but with support 
of both the Democratic and Re- 
publican sides— is that the fed- 
eral 
government should just 


hand over to the states some of 
the money it gets from taxes for 
the states to use for programs 
in which they don't have to 
match the federal help. 


The idea has different shapes. 
Walter W. Heller and Joseph 


Pechman of the Brookings Insti- 
tution have proposed one: mas- 
sive federal grants to the states 
without strings attached. 


Heller was chairman of the 


President's Council of Economic 
Advisers 
under 
Presidents 


Johnson and John F. Kennedy 
before he resigned in 1964 to go 
back to teaching at the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota. He has re- 
peatedly made this kind of sug- 
gestion which Johnson so far 
has been unwilling to buy. 


Then there are suggestions, 


made separately, by two Wis- 
consin members of the House, 
Rep. Henry S. Reuss, a Demo- 
crat, and Rep. Melvin R. Laird, 
chairman 
of 
the Republican 


Conference Committee. 


Last week Reuss proposed the 


federal government should hand 
over $5 billion a year for five 
years to the states, with no 
strings, except that the states 
would have to have programs to 
reorganize and modernize thtir 
state and local governments.

Today's hand is from the 
Culbertson-Lenz match and il- 
lustrates a bid invented by 
Oswald Jacoby early in 1931 
and used successfully in that 
match. 
This particullar bid 


known as the p r e e m p t i v e 
jump overcall is standard ex- 
pert practice today. In 1931 
Jacoby was about the only 
person who used it, although 
other experts followed along 
shortly thereafter. We still 
recommend the bid but not 
with quite so weak a hand as 
Jacoby held then. 


The purpose of the pre- 


emptive weak jump overcall 
is to deprive your opponents 
of bidding space. It also is 
likely to excite them and 
cause them to misbid. The 
danger of the bid comes from 
being doubled and in which 
case your opponents could 
have made had they played 
the hand. 


The two heart bid excited 


Mrs. Culbertson sitting North. 
She jumped to three spades. 
Ely Culbertson, South, bid 
four diamonds. From then on 
the bidding continued to six 
diamonds. Ely's four and five 
no-trump bids were normal. 
This match was played before 
anyone had invented an arti- 
ficial four no-trump conven- 
tion. 


Mrs. Culbertson might well 


have stopped at five no-trump 
but she knew Ely had a good 
hand and could not visualize 
that most of his strength was 
in hearts.

He hoped to dis- 
courage a spade finesse but it 
turned out that Lenz held the 
ace.
